1. The rejection under 35 USC 112 1st paragraph is overcome by the amendment filed 
12/13/2007. 

2. The rejection under 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph is overcome by the amendment. 

3. The obviousness-type double patenting rejection is overcome by the amendment filed 
12/13/2007. Application 10/914074 was filed after the instant application. 

4. The claim objections are overcome by the amendment filed 12/13/2007.

2. Claims 1, 3-37, and 39-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Lyssikatos et al. 
(WO2007059257, published May 24, 2007, claiming priority to 60/736289, filed November 15, 
2005) teach the closest art. However, this document was published after the filing date of the 
instant application (8/14/2003) and cannot anticipate or render obvious compounds of claim 1 . 
Example 1 (page 84) could anticipate or render obvious compounds of claim 1 id the application 
had an earlier filing date or publication date.
